A water main must be laid on 
Nichols Street before July 1, 
if the residents of Fairmeadow 
Road and Jere Road are to be 
supplied with water.

which Tewksbury has indicated 
it will not renew.

Cain firmly believes that he 
was low bidder in the first 
bid for Police Cruisers, that 
the Wilmington Ford Company 
did not comply with the speci - 
fications, and that in calling 
for new bids Calabrese was 
being partial tc the Ford 
dealer, At one time during the 
evening he used the word ‘par- 
tnership’ in referring to Ca- 
labrese’s relations with Wil- 
mington Ford, a phrase that 
brought a word of caution from 
Hagerty. 

Cain refused to bid the se- 
cond time, because of what had 
happened the first time, as he 
told the Selectmen, both in 
writing, and verbally, Monday 
evening. 

Calabrese, several times dur- 
ing the discussion of the Pol- 
ice Cruisers attempted to 
speak. He never got the oppor- 


tunity, as Cain kept on talk- 
ing. Each time Calabrese open- 
ed his mouth to mention a 
point Cain would be reminded 
of another point, and start 
off again.

LETTER 


June 2, 
TO THE VOTERS OF 
WILMINGTON: 

A Special Town Meeting will 
be held on June 9, 1958 in the 
Herbert C. Barrows Auditorium 
at 8:00 P.i. 

This should not in any sense 
be considered as ‘just another 
meeting.’ It is an event that 
should commard the interest of 
all voters of the Town. The 
Board of Selectmen has called 
this meeting for a very spe- 
cific and important purpose. 

On July 1, 1958 the Town of 
Tewksbury will discontinue the 
sale of water now being sup- 
piied to the residents of Fair 
meadow Road and Jere Road un- 
der an agreement with the Wil- 
mington Water Departuent. This 
is the result of a Tewksbury 
Town Meeting wh ich voted to 
instruct its Water Commission- 
ers to ‘proceed forthwith’ to 
discontinue the selling of wa- 
ter to Wilmington. 

The proposition that the 
residents of Fairmeadow and 
Jere Roads will be without an 
adequate and safe supply of 
water is, of course, an un- 
thinkable one. These two 
streets represent one of the 
finest subdivisions in the 
Qunty and it necessarily fol- 
lows that in the interests of 
Public Health and for the pro- 
tection of property that the 
water supply to this area be 
maintained. 

In order to bring water to 
this area it is necessary to 
extend the Shawsheen Avenue to 
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OL &-3961 


Nichols Street and install a 
main along the entire length 


done unless the Tow ‘iceting 
assembled so votes. If the 
Town votes to install such a 
main it must be done under the 
provisions of the Statutes as 
adopted by the Town, 

On March 3, 195¢, the Town 
voted to accept Sections 426, 
42, and 421 of Chapter 40 of 
the General Laws. Briefly, 
this means that the Town may 
levy assessments to meet the 
cost of laying water mains; 


such sessnents may be levied 
against the parcels of land 
receiving benefit and the 


method prescribed for levying 
such assessments. 

The Town further voted ‘that 
the Town provide for the levy 
of special assessvents----such 
assessments shall be made on 
the several parcels of land 
receiving benefits from the 
laying of such pipes by a 
fixed uniform rate based upon 
the estimated average cost of 
all the water pipes therein 
and the paying thereof accord- 
ing to the frontage of such 
land on any way in which the 
water pipe is laid.’ 

Many residents of Nichols 
Street, which does not have-a 
public water supply feel that 
they should not be asked to 
pay the entire cost of instal- 
ling a main on this street. 
This point brings out the im- 
portance of the Special Town 
Meeting. The public good and 
the best interests of the en- 
tire Town are a pertinent part 
of any solution to the prob- 
len. 

For almost ten years people 
have been paying for water 
mains in subdivisions as part 
of the purchase price of their 
property. For two years people 
have been paying for water 
mains on older streets under 
the provisions of the Better- 
ment Act. 

Nichols Street, while not a 
new public way, contains me 
of the newest subdivisions 
from the point of view of the 
age of most of the houses on 
the street. 

We earnestly urge that the 
voters of the Town attend the 
meeting on June 9 to decide 
these two points: 

1, That Fairmeadow and Jere 
Road be assured of a 
water supply. 

That the intent and in- 
tegrity of the Betterment 
Act and the resulting 
stabilization of the tax 
rate be upheld.

O'Neil, of the Gildart Chevro- 
let Company had earlier talked 
with the Selectmen and Cala-~ 
brese, concerning bids. 

The conversation in this case 
was much less noisy. 

Mr. Wagstaff made as his prin 
cipal point, during part of 
the conversation, the differ- 
ences of a 15,000 and 16,000

We bid on the truck for the 
Highway Department. We follow- 
ed, very carefully, the speci- 
fications as laid out by the 
Acting Town Manager, showing 
fully any minor deviation. In 
no respect of which we are a- 
ware did we fail in this mat- 
ter. 

Our bid was below the sum of 
money allacated for this pur- 
pose. We were not the only 
firm which bid bel ow this sum. 
Smart Motors, in Woburn, was 
near our price, There were 
three legitimate bids, all of 
which had comparable prices, 
and any of these bidders could 
have furnished the town with a 
proper vehicle, at a good 
price to the town. 

There was a fourth firm which 
attempted to bid, but did not 
meet specifications in several 
ways. 

They failed, 
place, to file a duplicate o- 
py of their bid with the Town 
Accountant, as required They 
were the only firm to so fail. 

For this reason alone their 
bid should never have been o- 
pened, in our opinion. 

If their bid had never, been 
opened we would have been the 
low bidder, but the Acting 
Town Manager opened their bid 
too. 

At first glance this bid, 
which never should have been 
opened, was a lot lower than 
ours. Fxamination of the spec- 
ifications es filled in by 
this firm shows the reasm. 

They did not prepare their 
bid as per specifications. They 
did not even list all of their 
deviations, minor or otherwise 
Particularly their bid was on 
a rear axle of 15,000 pounds, 


in the first 


f| when the specifications called 


clearly for 16,909, All other 
firms bid 16,000 and this firm 
could have too. 

The difference between a 15, 
000 axle and a 16,000 pound a- 
xle is considerable, in money, 
in operation, and in the eco- 
nomy of the vehicle. 

Trucks of all makes can have 
16,000 pound axles if desired. 
The cost is somewhere around 
$500 more than 15,000 axles. 
Mr. Calabrese termed this a 
minor difference. 

We disagree. 4 $500 item is 
not a minor difference.

White) told us that this was 
tie only body that he knew any 
thing about. It was a three 
yard body, and in our opinion 
one that could not be mounted 
satisfactorily according to 
speci fications. 

It was for this reason that 
we did not bid. Instead we 
submitted a letter to the Town 
Manager, at the time of open- 
stating our objections. 

The only bidder submitted 
bids with an entirely differ- 
ent body in his specifications 
It was not the body that we 
were led to believe was to be 
used. 

We submit that in the latest 
bids for the Highway Truck the 
specifications as given by the 
Town of Wilmington were mis- 
leading, in that -bidders act - 
ing in good faith could not in 
the ordinary course of events 


find out the truth of the mt- 
ter of which dump body was to 
be mounted on the chassis. 

We would welcome an opinion 
from the Town Counsel on this 
mstter.
